Prices Board 
Given Drastic |

OTTAWA, Nov. 24,—(CP)— 
Extension of Prices Board au- 
thority to accomplish the release 
of manpower from non-essential 
industries and to control busi- 
hess undertakings and activities 
in the national interest is con- 
tained in an order-in-council 
made public today. 

The order amends the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board regula- 
tions of Noy. 1, 1941 

New clauses added to the board's 
regulations permit it to prohibit 
the “formation, commencement, 
operation amalgamation, merger, 
consolidation or transfer” of any 
business or undertaking 
The board may prescribe the 
terms and conditions under which, 
and the manner and circumstances 
in which, any business or under- 
taking “may or may not be form- 
ed, operated, merged or transfer- 
red.” 

The board may require any 
person engaged im any business 
or undertaking to discontinue or | 


limit such business or under- 
takings in whole or part,” in such |

With Dakar, the Allies got an 
excellent port and naval base, a 
much better land communication 
route across Africa, a formidable 
amount of French fighting ships, 
the biggest force of trained troops 
in French Africa and many 
planes,

Italian Fleet Still Formidable 
Despite Loss of 173 Warships 


By JERRY YALE 


NEW YORK, Novy, 24—(AP)— 
The Italian fleet, apparently one 
of the chief Axis weapons guard- 
ing against possible Allied inva- 
sion of Europe from North 
Africa, has had 173 warships sunk 
or damaged—about half its esti- 
mated combat force-- a survey 
of official announcements showed 
yesterday. 

Despite heavy British and, 
more recently, American inroads 
on its striking power, the Italians 
still have eight battleships, mount- 
ing 12- to 15-inch batteries and 
displacing upwards of 24,000 tons; 
27 cruisers, more than 100 de- 
stroyers and torpedo boats, and 


an estimated 80 submarines, avail- 
| able figures indicated. 

Recent unconfirmed reports 
said that part of the main Italian 
fleet had been immobilized most 
of the time for lack of fuel and 
materials, and crew training and 
firing practice had been heavily 
restricted.

The one way to relieve the western 
coal shortage is to get experienced miners 
back in the Alberta mines, To this end the 
federal and provincial authorities are ap- 
pealing to miners who have drifted into 
other occupations to return to their for- 
mer calling and help meet the “emerg- 
ency”’. As this is the term used, the situ- 
ation is obviously serious and the call is to 
publie service of utmost urgency. This is 
further indicated in the announcement 
that even occupation in war and other 
essential industries should not stand in the 
way of men with mining experience. 

It is pointed out that, because of new 
military camps and war plants, the de- 
mand for coal is abnormal, and there has 
not been a corresponding increase in out- 
put. Apparently more miners have been 
drawn into other civilian occupations than 
into the fighting forces, since it is in the 
former field they are being sought. Coal 
being vital alike to the war effort and to 
life itself, the call to these men is much 
more than a request that they change oc- 
cupations for a time. It is a summons to 
patriotic service which they can render 
better than any others. 

Those who respond to the appeal will 
earn public gratitude for giving up jobs 
they evidently prefer in order to safeguard 
life and health and keep the wheels turn- 
ing in the munitions plants.

The Russians Move 


The Russians lost no time in starting 
their winter offensive, and—of all sectors 
in the far-flung front—they struck first 
in the Stalingrad area, North and south of 
the city they loosed attacks which could 
not have made any headway if they had 
been on anything less than a major scale. 
The advances made during the early days 
and the confident tone of the Moscow 
communiques mark these attacks as being 
far more than local operations intended 
to gain tactical advantages or straighten 
lines. They have all the signs of being 
opening thrusts in a _ plan. designed to 
wreck the whole right wing of the Axis 
forces from the elbow of the Volga to the 
Caucasus. 

If, as stated in despatches, the north 
prong of the offensive took off on an 18 
mile front from a point on,the west bank 
of the Don, the position of the enemy 
treops on the approaches to Stalingrad 
was immediately involved. The capture of 
Kalach, on the Don directly west of 
the long-besieged city, suggests an enemy 
retreat rivalling the speed of the Afrika 
Korps in Libya, / both railway lines 
feeding the Nazi spearhead are in Russian 
hands, the fate of all the Axis troops in 
the isthmus between the two rivers could 
be sealed by a rapid closing of the pincers, 

Herr Hitler has been repeatedly report- 
ed to be withdrawing divisions and air 
forces from the Russian front to bolster 
defences against the Allied threat from 
North Africa. He now has the choice of 
sending them back or of facing the pros- 
pect that all the fruits of another sum- 
mer’s campaign in the east will be lost.

We're Only Starting 
A correspondent at Ottawa writes: 
“Before the big drive (in Libya) was well 


under way demands began to come in 
from a few quarters for relaxing of war-

It is good to know these foolish de- 
mands came from only a few quarters, It 
would have been more creditable to the 
national common sense if there had been 


none at all. Perhaps after a three-year 
bombardment of bad news it is natural 
that recent Allied successes should have 


aroused undue optimism here and there, 
but the sombre facts are plain enough to 


dispel any illusion that victory is just 
around the corner, . 

Putting all these successes together, 
they amount to no more than this—that 


we have stopped the Axis, both in Europe 
and in the Orient. That was in itself a tre- 
mendous task. It took us three years to 
do it; a year and a half after Russia came 
in, and nearly a year after the United 
States also entered the fray. 


We have stopped retreating, but we 
still have to fight our way back, all the 
way back, and then into Berlin, and Rome, 
and Tokyo. Almost every foot of ground 
the enemy seized he still holds. Outside 
Africa the Allies have gained no enemy 
territory. The Axis has lost the war. But 
the Allies still have to win it. To suppose 
tie winning will be easy would be madness.

DEAR MISS DIX; What

She refuses to go to a party, even 
to a movie listen to the radio 
or read the newspapers because 
there is so much in them about the 
war.

One would 
think that she is the only woman 
in the world who has been called 
upon to make this sacrifice.

$2,000 at 8 interest when wheat 
was $1.40 a bushel. When the price 
of wheat slumped to 70c (actually 
it went much lower—but even at 
70c)—that farmer had to sell twice 
as much wheat to meet his debt 
obligations In other words the 
result was exactly the same as 
though his interest had been in 
creased to 16% on the basis of his 
original debt, or as though the 
principal “had been increased to 
$4,000 at 8 and in addition the 
resulting fall in land value robbed 
him of his equity in his farm 
| Surely this is.quite a jolt to get in 
la few short years. We have said 
nothing about crop losses, due to 
drought or hail. He has to bear the 
brunt of all these also 
His actual position is @ven 
worse than that. When wheat 
was $1.40 he was able to meet 
his production costs and have a 
margin over to pay his debt ob- 
ligations and provide for his liv- 
ing expenses. But at 70c he is 
lucky if he can meet his costs of 
production. He has no margin 
and so though his debt has 
doubled he has no means of 
meeting the increased burden. 
He is therefore forced to go on 
getting deeper and deeper into 
debt.

But that is not all: There is an- 
other catch about the whole ar- 
rangement. The price he gets is 


subject to deduction for the freight 
charges of carrying his grain to 
Fort William. So that the farther 
west he lives the more heavily he 
is penalized. And not only does he

|}the distance he farms from Fort 
| William, but he is forced to pay 
more for eveiything he buys. You 
see he has the freight both ways 
to face. Can you imagine a more 
unjust and fantastically stupid ar- 
rangement? Why should we al- 
{low this to continue? There then, 
briefly, is the nature of the price 
problem we have to tackle.

Though they have 
been moving in that direction in 
the United States, we have noth- 
ing remotely approaching satis- 
factory credit arrangements for 
agriculture in Canada as yet. 


I'm not through yet Closely 
bound up with the question of 
prices and proper credit facilities) 
is the problem of farm debts. Ah! 


there's the rub! I have every confi- 
dence in the great majority of the 
farmers in Canada. Given the 
means to meet their just debt ob 
ligations, our farmers would be 


scrupulou ly anxious to discharge 


their liabilities. I do not fear con- 
tradiction v.hen I say, there is no 
more inherently honest group of 


people in Canada than the farmers. 
But much of the huge debt burden 


pressing upon them at present is 
neither fair nor just—in fact it is 
crudely inhuman or develish. 


Much of these debts have been 
piled up as a result of causes be- 
yond the farmers’ control and of 
exorbitant interest. Common justice 
demands that they alone should 
not be expected to shoulder this 
accumulated burden due to ‘ondi 


tions which have already penalized 
them so heavily 


DEBT SETTLEMENT 


So I submit that there w 


ill have 


to be a proper and equitable re- 
adjustment and settlement of all 
farm debts. We might as well make 
up our minds about this matter. It 
can be done, and it must be done— 
that is all there is to it—it is up 
to us to see that it is done 

There are just two more major 


matters with which I wish to deal 
of these is to stress the 
need of providing adequate market- 
ing facilities for farm products, 
under conditions which will protect 
the farmer from the manipulation 
of prices by vested interests and 
from th. evils of monopoly control 
over the marketing of his produce 
1 am confident that there will be 
general agreement on this, and 
therefore I do not need to elabor 
ate on the urgent necessity for ac- 
tion along these lines 

Finally as the basis for a re- 
constructed agriculture, | submit 
that the whole system of land 
tenure must be revised. Land is 
the greatest asset of any com- 
munity and it should be recog- 
nized as a sacred trust. We should 
not allow it to be abused simply 
to benefit the few at the expense 
of the people as a whole, by per- 
mitting gambling in land values, 
unresricted exploitatoin and mon- 


opoly control, These must be 
curbed. 
The owner or tenant of land 


must be assured security of tenure 
if he is to be expected to fulfil his 
trust. His investment must be pro- 
tected; and the community too must 
be saved from land grabbing by 
large concerns who speculate for 
the purpose of keeping it out of 
production, or of working it with 
little better than slave labor, or 
perhaps of holding it to unload at 
greatly enhanced prices—and all 
that type of parasiting on legitimate 
agriculture
